When tlie writer visited the Lake Kcuka 


vineyards last month he found the story of the 
grape written all over the land. The lake is 
shaped like a badly formed Y. At the base of 
this Y, in what is called Pleasant Valley, is the 
quaint little village of Hammonds port. It 
was here lhat grape-cullure took root nearly 
fifty years ago, when thr. ttrsl outdoor gropes 
thai found their way to the New York city 
market were sent by way of the Erie canal. 


Of course the best time to sec these beauti- 


ful vineyards is during the vintage, when Ihe 
vines are being plundered of Ihcir clusters of 
luscious fruit.

The vintage begins 
when the early varieties, as IMawArcs and 
Concords, are ripe, and it ends with Hie 
picking of the late varieties, as Caiawbaa and 
Niagaras. So from the lir=t of September 
Mil the middle of October l he grape harvest 
gives employment to a small army of people. 
The majority of the workers are women, who 
become most expert in the picking and pack-
